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THE LUXEMBURG QUESTION. 
EASTER this year offered no opportunity to statesmen for 
quiet relaxation, Rumours of war on a gigantic scale filled 
the atmosphere of the political world, violently agitated Con- 
tinental bourses, and communicated to diplomatic circles a 
spasmodic activity. Day by day—we may almost say hour by 
hour—people whose interests are bound up with the con- 
tinuance of peace watched with alternations of hope 
and fear every incident supposed to cast light upon 
the probabilities of the future. Apprehension of coming 
evil is a far more ingenious than trustworthy interpreter 
of passing events; and it worked up the few facts which 
transpired, and the many reports which they gendered, into 





grand combinations which would have been more alarming 
if they had been consistent one with another. It must be 
confessed, however, that to the eye of the soberest judgment, 
the crisis presented an aspect unusually gloomy, “ Guesses 
at truth" and lying telegrams rejected, there yet remained 
substantial information enough to justify serious uneasiness, 

The immediate occasion of this international excitement, 
as indeed is mostly the case in similar misunderstandings, 
arose out of a transaction to which no importance whatever 
could, at another time, and under other conditions, 
be attached by either of the Powers which it placed in 
threatening relations, The grand duchy of Luxemburg— 
assigned by the Treaty of Vienna, in 1815, together with the 








whole of the territory bearing that name, to the King of the 
Netherlands, and detached, in 1839, from Belgium, which, 
after the siege of Antwerp by the French, provisionally held 
it, and which was compelled by the great Powers to restore it 
to its former master—is a little wedge of land, the base of 
which is conterminous with France and its two sides with 
Belgium and Rhenish Prussia respectively, A moderate- 
sized English county might perhaps exceed it in area and 
population, Previously to the late war between Prussia and 
Austria it was included in the German Confederation, The King 
of Holland, who was Grand Duke of Luxemburg, as the King of 
Denmark used to be of Holstein, maintained its neutrality in 
regard to the struggle between the two great German Powers. 
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The dissolution of the Bund released it from its obligations to 
the old Confederation, and Prussia made no attempt to inclade 
it in the new one of NorthGermany, It remained, therefore, 
without any federal relations or responsibilities, as an appan- 
age of the Dutch Crown. The present King, greatly embar- 
rassed by pecuniary liabilities, either offered or consented to 
sell the territory to the Emperor of the French, who in- 
cautiously agreed to terms without duly considering the 
contingency which taking possession would involve, 

In fact, Prussia had long held the fortress of Luxemburg 
for the Confederation ; and, albeit that body was defunct, a 
Prussian garrison was still there. Count Bismarck, it may 
be conjectured, was not disinclined to soothe the irritation of 
France by er *ering her to purchase the derelict duchy; but 
the Germa» people, inflated by their recent successes, voci- 
ferously forbadit. The people of Luxemburg, they said, are 
a German-speaking people, and should never pass under 
French sovereignty. The King of Holland broke off nego- 
tiations with the Emperor, and Napoleon saw another of his 
projects knocked on the head by Prussia, 

Such was the proximate occasion of the angry feeling 
which, during the last fortnight, was believed to menace a 
general European war. In reality, however, the crisis was 
brought about by much more potent causes. In France there 
is a numerous and influential section of politicians, not par- 
ticularly well affected to the Imperial régime, who cling with 
tenacity to the traditional maxim of French foreign policy 
that to France belongs of right the arbitration of Continental 
affairs, and that, in order to maintain her assumed supremacy 
she must be surrounded by weak neighbours. These people 
have the chief control of the newspaper press, and they work 
it energetically in support of that doctrine. Germany, on the 
other hand, has suddenly become aware of her great strength, 
which, under the leadership of Prussia, unity, though still in- 
complete, has largely developed. Ever since the battle of Konig- 
gratz the two countries have eyed each other askance, and have 
begun to measure in silence their comparative strength. This 
Luxemburg affair is seized upon by both as a pretext for 
asking each other, “ Who’s afraid?" France does not choose 
to be thwarted by Germany ; Germany will not stir an inch 
for France, The matter in dispute is of no importance to 
either—the real question being, Who shall give way? Mean- 
while, national passions are being inflamed by countless 
reports of war preparations and alliances, and no one can 
answer for the shape which 
assume, 

Although in reference to this affair the French press has 
indulged to no small extent in the Cambyses’ vein, and the 
project of annexation might naturally enongh be constracd 
by German susceptibility into a challenge, the latest telegrams 
indicate that the Emperor is not disinclined to a settlemen 
of the dispute on terms which, in the judgment of England 
and Russia, the signitary Powers consulted with regard to the 
bearing of the treaty of 1839, offer a reasonable compromise. 
He will forego his right to complete his purchase on condition 
that the territory be neutralised and the fortress be dis- 
mantled, The proposal is unquestionably one to which both 
parties might assent without humiliation. The obstacle in 
the way of its adoption exists at Berlin, not at Paris. The 
reasoning which seems to be regarded by the Germans as 
unarswerable shapes itself thus—“If we accede to the first 
demand made by Napoleon upon the new Confederation, we 
thall but open the door to further demands,” The difference 
between the two Powers, therefore, resolves itself into a mis- 
trust of each other's designs, France insists upon the dis- 
mantiing of the fortress of Luxemburg because she looks upon 
it as menacing her frontier. Germany objects to comply with 
the requirement, because she believes that the first concession 
will only lead to further exactions, Luxemburg has been garri- 
soned by Prussian troops for half a century without causing the 
least disquietude to France ; but then Prussia was not, what it 
has recently become, a great military Power. On the other 
band, the North German Confederation might yield the point 
without dishonour and without fear ; but then it has only jast 
constituted itself professedly for defensive purposes, and, if 
its first act be a concession to the very Power against 
which it songht to assert the independence of Germany, 


the dispute will presently 


it will fail to command the confidence of the German 
people. There is really nothing to fight about; bat 
this is a fact which rather increases than diminishes the 


difficulty of adjusting the difference. The true ground of 
quarrel lies in the conflict of national sentiment. The young 
giant aspires to prove his strength against the giant of mature 
ege and established reputation, who, in turn, looks upon his 
rival with an eye of jealousy and suspicion. No good offices, 
we fear, will avail to reconcile the disputants, for the simple 
reason that it is not their material interests but their own 
unccrbed passions that have forced them asunder. 
Nevertheless, we are glad that England and Rassia are 
exerting all their moral influence in an attempt to compose 
the incipient strife. Should they fail, we earnestly hope 
that the conflict, which, under any circumstances, must be a 
terrible one, will be restricted to the two Powers. It would 
be a cruel thing to drag Italy into a war for objects which 
do not concern her. At present, neither England, nor 
Russia, nor Austria is likely to take part in the threatened 
hostilities; but, war between France and Germany 
once afoot, who can tell how long they might be able to 
maintain their neutrality? The occupation of Belgium by 
either party would impose upon this country the necessity of 
fulfilling its treaty obligations. But we forbear from casting 
a dismal horoscope of the future, and reassure ourselves by 
the thought that neither France nor Germany will desire 
to bring England into the field as an additional antagonist, 
and will refrain, if possible, from violating Belgian inde- 





pendence, Let the war, however, if war there is to be, take 
what course it will, it can be regarded in no other light than 
az a disgrace to modern civilisation, 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, April 25, 

THERE is a less warlike feeling prevalent here than there was a week 
orsoago. Ordinarily, it takes very little to turn the Parisian mind 
into some new channel, and we have had the promenade of Long- 
ehamps, the Easter holidays, and alternating cold, windy, dusty, and 
damp weather, all of which have helped in some degree to distract 
attention from the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg question and the 
complications which have arisen out of it. No doubt, preparations 
the reverse of peaceful are quietly going on here, Cavalry horses 
are stil] being bought, and Chassepot rifles are being manufactured 
as fast as practicable; the officers aud non-commissioned officers of 
the reserve on leave of absence have also been summoned to join 
their reepective corps before the end of the present fhonth, that the 
drilling of the men under their command may be expedited with all 
speed, and the cadres in the army on active service be filledup, The 
portable cannon invented, under the Emperor's inspection it is said, 
by an artillery officer attached to the small Government arms mana- 
factory established at St. Cloud is understood to be a great success: 
some experiments which have been made with it prove that it could be 
fired forty times in a minute, and that it will carry a distance of a 
mile and a half, so that Frenchmen congratulate themselves they 
have in this weapon more than a match for the Prussian needle- 
. Im accordance with the recommendation of the Minister 
of War, all the bands attached to the cavalry  regi- 
ments, with the exception of that of the Guides, are to be sup- 
pressed. Marshal Niel remarks that this measure will not only add 
to the effective force of the different regiments but will release a 
certain number of horses, which can be far more advantageously 
used in the field, All of which shows something of a warlike tendency 
on the part of ihe French Government. 

The Prince Imperial has undergone a third operation, and this 
time, it is said, with complete success. Any fre sh relapse is thought 
to be impossible, and it is anticipated that the young Prince will 
soon be able to resume his ordinary vocations. 

The promenade of Longchamps was crowded enongh this year, but 
not exclusively by the equipages of the grand monde, as used to be 
the case of old. “La dame noire,” as she is called, was the great 
object of attraction on this occasion, although numerous striking 
equipages belonging to one or other member of the various foreign 
Commissions for the Paris Universal Exhibition were to be seen 
among the long file of carriages that stretched almost from one end 
of the Bois de Boulogne to the other. This lady is the widow of 
some grand Japanese governor, who strangled himself, last year, in a 
fit of jealousy, and has abandoned her native land, and broken, it is 














said, with all her olive-coloured connections, with the view of 
espousing some Parisian exquisite, should such present himself. She 
is young, is a first-rate shot with the rifle, handles the smal 

sword like a professed duellist, and is reputed to be enormonsly rich. 
Save and except the slaves > attend on her, she is understood to 
live entirely alone. She is never seen elsewhere than in the Bois de 


Boulogne, driving with her own hands a pair of magnificent chestnut 
horses, which she guides in and out of the network of carriages 
which on fine days congregate between the lakes, 

The salon @honneur of the French Exhibition of Paintings and 
Sculpture in the Palais de l' Industrie has hardly so many pictures 
of mark this year as usual. Gustave Doré’s large painting, *' Le 
Tapis Vert,” unquestionably bears off the paim. It exhibits more 
power and a better eye for colour than any former production in 
oils which we remember of his. The figures, too, which are full 
lifesize, are, for a marvel, less than seven feet high and are less extra- 
vagant, so far as pose is concerned, than is usually the case 


when Doré has to depict a subject of dramatic interest, 
The scene is a gambling-saloon, of the _Wwhereabouts of 
which we know nothing. It is certainly not Spa, neither is it 


Baden, Homburg, Weisbaden, Ems, Nauheim, nor Monaco, The 
“tapis vert,” too, is unlike that of any public gambling salon. 
Fancy, say a ecore of players, and mere ly the dealer and banker, and 
not a single croupier.to rake in the stakes—the game, too, is ua- 
known to us; it is not frente et quarante, nor any game commonly 
played at these establishments. This ia, however, of but little 
moment; the figures are all well drawn and grouped, and are full of 
individuality ; and the colouring, considering that the artist has to 
deal with every-day modern costumes, is most saccessful, Among 
the company are plenty of young Jewesses, with a fair sprinkling 
of their fairer sisters of the demi-monde, all attired ia most elegant 
and admirably-varied toilettes, There are a full share of English- 
men, too—from young Dundrearies to antique Methuselahs (hit off 
with less of Doré’s customary extravagance)—one or two tourists, a 
few fat Germans, an old crone in satins, but quite a paucity of those 
middle-aged Frenchmen one would —- to have seen here. The 
only story the picture appears to tell is the old one—that the 
players are, for the most part, evidently cleaned out, and are ponder- 
ing in melancholy mood over their folly. : 

anging beneath Doré’s monster canvas is a clever picture, by a 
German artist named Roch, depicting the arrival of some German 
Grand Duke at one of the little villages belonging to his moderate 
territory. His Serene Highness has quitted his travelling-carriage, 
which, with the servants, is following behind, and proceeding on 
foot through the village, attended merely by a couple of aides-de- 
camp, one of whom scans the deputation, drawn up to receive his 
Highness, through his eyeglass with a most happy, comical, haw- 
haw expression of countenance. The poor old village schoolmaster, 
in seedy black at the head of his pupils, meekly makes his obeisance 
to the Grand Duke, who sternly eyes him meanwhile, The little 
children stare with weer oneees eyes at the great man. The 
burgomaster, dressed out in his Sunday costume and posed as Mr, 
Pecksniff would have posed himself on such an occasion, complacently 
awaits his turn to offer the Grand Duke his congratulations; and 
gathered around him is a froup of well-to-do farmers, who appear to 
take deep interest in all that is going on. This picture is full of cha- 
racter ; every head isa study, every figure is perfectly natural, and the 
whole abounds with dry humour, Although the picture is bat little 
beyond cabinet size, the manipulation is by no means miaute, The 
handling is spirited—a little loose, perhaps, in the subordinate 
parts—and the colouring is fresh and vivid. 

Meissonier sends one small picture, no larger than a half-page 
engraving of the ILivatraTep Loypon News, The subject is an 
“il ene-ceme village auberge or gasthaus (for whether the scene is 
Jaid in France or Germany it is impossible to say) with a cavalier, 
booted and spurred for hard riding over difficult roads, bowing to 
the flaxen-haired daughter of mine host as she hands him a glass of 
wine or beer ; while a youth waters the white horse at his sile from 
which he has just dismounted. I must defer any further notice of 
the pictures in the salon dhonneur until next week. 

Most of the tailors’ shops are closed on the Boulevards, as well as 
those of the better class in other parts of Paris. Several have 
notices posted up to the effect that they are closed owing to the 
strike among the workmen, some forty or fifty thousand of whom 
are now out of work, In various provincial towns th» tailors, it 
seems, have followed the example of their Paris brethren, The 
Paris hairdressers, too, are partially on strike.

ITALY. 

The Austro-Italian treaty of commerce was sigaed a! Fl»:e ce, 
on Tuesday, by the Austrian Plenipotentiaries and by Sig.or 
Rattazzi and the Italian Minister of Agriculture. 

In the Chamber of Deputies on Wednesday the convention with 
France for the allotment of the Pontifical debt came on for discus- 
sion. Signor Deboni made a speech opposing the convention and. 
declaring the payment of this debt to be the renunciation of Rome 
as the capital of Italy. Italy, he said, ought not to give her money 
to those who insult her and who are the enemies of the conscience of 
civilisation, Signor Ferrari also spoke against the convention, He 
objected that in a there was only one contracting party to the 
treaty, and that the advantages were all on the side of the enemy of 
the nation. In his opinion the treaty altered the character of the 
Italian alliance with France. Signor Visconti Venosta made a 
apeeen in which he defended the convention and explained its 
object. The Pontifical Government, he declared, not having par- 
ticipated in the September Convention, could not be a party to the 
convention relative to the Papal debt. Italy, he added, had been 
free from all pressure on the subject on the part of France. Signor 
Minghetti, reporter of the committee on the bill, also spoke in favour 
of the convention, and repudiated the idea of the Government having 
acted under pressure from any Power. The convention was subse- 
quently adopted by the Chamber, 

‘The Minister of Finance, replying to a question of Signor Laporta, 
announced that he will make his financial statement to the House 
in the sitting of May 6. 

On Easter Day, a telegram from Rome tells us, the Pope bestowed 
the usual benediction, wrdi et ordi, from the balcony of the Vatican, 
im the presence of a large multitude of persons, including many 
foreigners, His Holiness was enthusiastically received,

rhe marriage between the Count of Flanders and Princess 
Hohenzollern was solemnised on Thursday in the Roman Catholic 
Church of St. Hedwig. The Prince-Bishop of Breslau performed the 
ceremony, at which a distinguished company, including the Princes 
of the Royal House, the diplomatic body, the Ministers, and the 
Generals were present. A court dinner was given in the White 
Saloon at the Royal Castle after the marriage, and a soirée at the 
Crown Prince’s palace in the evening. 

A Royal decree has been issued convoking the Prussian Chambers 
for the 29th instant. 

All the rumours respecting military preparations by Prussia have 
again been emphatically denied at Berlin. 

A military convention with Prussia was signed by the Grand Duke 
of Hease-Darmatadt on the i7th inst. The ratifications have since 
been exchanged, 

THE UNITED STATES, 

The Senate has adjourned. 

The treaty for the cession of Russian-America to the United 
States, which was adopted by the Senate at Washington on the 10th 
inst., fixes the territory within the following geographical limits :— 

The eastern limit is the line of demarcation between the Rassian and the 
British possessions in North America, as established by the convention 
between Russia and Great Britain of Feb. 28 (16), 1825, in the following 
terms :-—Commencing from the southernmost point of the island called 
Prince of Wales Island, which point lies in the parallel of 54 deg. 40 min. 
north latitude, and between the 13lst and the 13ird degree of west longi- 
tude, meridian of Greenwich, the said line shall ascend to the north along 
the channel called Portland Channel as far as the point of the continent 
where it strikes the 56th degree of north latitude. From this last mentioned 
point the line of demarcation shall follow the sammit of the mountains 
situated parallel to the coast as far as the point of intersection of the l4lst 
degree of west longitude of the same meridian; and, finally, from the said 
point of intersection the said meridian line of the ldist degree in its pro- 
longation as far as the Frozen Ocean, With reference to the line of demar- 
cation laid down in the preceding article, it is understood—first, that the 
island called Prince of Wales Island shall belong wholly to Russia, and now, 
by this cession, wholly to the United States; second, that, whenever the 
summit of the mountains which extend in a direction parallel to the coast 
from the 56th degree of north latitude to the point of intersection of the 141st 
degree of west longitude shall prove to be at the distance of more than ten 
marine leagues from the ocean, the limit between the British possessions and 
the line of coast which is to belong to Ruasia, as above mentioned—that is to 
say, the limit to the possessions ceded by this convention—shall be formed by 
a line parallel to the winding of the coast, and which shall never exceed the 
distance of ten marine leagues therefrom. The western limit, within which 
the territories and dominion conveyed are contained, passes through a 
point in Bebring’s Strait on the allel of Gideg. 30min. north 
latitude, at its intersection by the meridian, which passes midway between 
the island of Krusenstern, or ook, and the island of Ratmanoff, or 
Noonarbook, and proceed due north, without limitation, inte the same Frozen 
Ocean, The same western limit, nning at the initial point, proceed 
thence in a course nearly south-west ogh Bebring’s Strait and Behring’s 
Sea, so ag to pass midway between the north-west point of the island of St. 
Lawrence and the south-east point of Cape Choukottki to the meridian of 
172 west longitude. Thence, from the intersection of that meridian, ina 
south-westerly direction, so as to pass midway between the island of Attou 
and the copper island of the Kormanddorski couplet or group in the North 
Pacific Ocean, to the meridian of 193 . west longitade, so as to inclade in 
the territory conveyed the whole of the utian islands east of that meridian.

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It was not fated that John Bull should have his Easter week 
clear of the Reform question. He had made up his mind to 
enjoy the holidays, and especially to see the volunteer review, 
and the race for the Two Thousand Guineas, and one or two 
other matters, and to leave politics alone. The great division 
bad affirmed the resolve of the House of Commons that the 
Government Reform Bill should be improved, not destroyed 
and this had given satisfaction to the country, which 
does not desire to see half a Session thrown away, and 
the question left where it was, only with the addition of ill- 
feeling between the legislators and thoce legislated for. Tne 
Houses had risen, and all was supposed to be quiet—for the 
meetings under the auspices of the Reform League disturb 
nobody, simply because the worn-out trick of a demonstration 
is noticed by nobody but the performers, And at this moment, 
and on Easter Sunday’morning, out comes a letter from Mr. 
Gladstone, which turns all our attention to politics once more, 
and Reform politica, 

Mr, Gladstone had somewhat prepared those who have quick 
eyes for small things to expect some manifestation of his 
feeling in regard to his defeat on the first amendment to 
clause 3 of the bill. A very obscure person had written to 
him with the intimation that a very obscure mecting some- 
where approved of his conduct, and desired him to proceed 
with improvements in the measure, Mr, Gladstone con- 
descended to say that he was obliged by the approval, 
but that his correspondents might judge by the division 


on Saturday morning how little power he had of 
complying with their wishes. Some personas thought 
that this slightly lachrymose note had better have 


remained unwritten, and that a few words from Mr. 
Gladstone's priyate secretary would have been enough for 
But he was probably then meditating his 


the clecuritics, 
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next step. We heard rumours that he was going to resign 
the leadership of the Liberal party ; but his truest and wiscst 
admirers discredited these. However, on the Sunday morn- 
ing, a letter from Mr, Gladstone to Mr, Crawford, member for 
the City, and answering an inquiry by the latter, appeared in 
the columns of our neighbour the Observer. 

It stated in substance that recent events must have shown 
the Liberals that they were in a minority, not a majority ; 
and that Mr. Gladstone saw no prospect of being able to carry 
the desired amendments to the Government Reform Bill. He 
should, therefore, abstain from taking the initiative in the 
matter, and should not press any of the motions of which he 
bad given notice, But he should be ready to take part in 
any concerted action upon that or any other subject for the 
public good, and should gladly accom pany others in voting 
against any attempt, from whatever quarter, to limit yet 
further the “scanty modicum” of enfranchise ment proposed 
by the Government, 

Having left the country this manifesto, Mr, Gladstone 
departed for Paris, where he has to give a new proof of the 
singu!arly-varied powers of his mind by acting as a judge of 
the fictile ware—a theme on which he has lectured in a very 
interesting manner, and. which he thoroughly understands. 
But the animal typical of our country, when he rushes into 
that humblest fictile-ware repository known as a china-shop, 
could hardly make more clatter than Mr, Gladstone's letter 
has made among partisans. Since its appearance, it has 
been the business of everybody to assume that it 
means something else than what it appears to mean and 
to discover what that may be. The letter is plain enough, 
but people insist on reading it upside down, or opposite a 
mirror, or from the end to the beginning, or in some non- 
natural way. This, however, is an implied compliment to Mr. 
Gladstone—nay, we will put it more warmly, and say that it 
isa testimony of the sincere admiration felt for him by his 
fellow-countrymen, that no person will willingly accept such 
an interpretation of his letter as would indicate that he has 
acted without due consideration, or that he desires to punish 
his party for lack of loyalty. Rather than take such a view 
of his meaning, his friends will put almost any construction 
on his words. 

We yield to none in admiration of Mr. Gladstone, or in 
something which he may value more highly—namely, belief 
in his perfect purity and honesty of purpose, and we are 
quite content to understand him to mean eractly what he 
says. There is no doubt now, if ever there was any, that 
many men of the Liberal party object to support amend- 
ments which, if carried, will destroy the bill altogether, 


for Mr. Disraeli has said that in such an event he 
retires from the attempt to legislate. Mr. Gladstone, 
as a great and distinguished leader, would no doubt 


prefer that his entire party should act under his direction, 
destroy the bill, eject the Government, and begin de noro; and 
this is perfectly justifiable in the leader of Opposition. But, 
having seen that the House, for once, has taken the question 
out of the hands of party, and is really itself manipulating the 
bill, Mr. Gladstone shows, we think, due respect for the 
House by acquiescing in its wishes. At all events, when 
there is the choice between interpreting the language of a 
great and good man in away which attributes to him mere 
party objects, and in a way which represents him as submitting 
gracefully to the will of the House of Commons, it seems to us 
the most rudimentary good manners to choose the worthier 
glose. It will be for Mr. Gladstone himself to say that there 
was any hidden meaning in his words, and that they convey 
an intimation of a secret policy. When he does this we shall, 
possibly, know what tosay. Meantime we decline to believe, 
with some who cannot forgive the division on that Saturday 
morning, that Mr, Gladstone’s object is to let the Government 
carry a bill which will be so unsatisfactory to the nation that 
a new Reform agitation will instantly be commenced, with him- 
self as the Beales of the fresh league. We do not affect to per- 
ceive how Mr, Disraeli has tricked the House of Commons, and 
by consequence we do not see how Mr. Gladstone has exploded 
that trick, although some writers affirm both propositions. 
We merely see a measure (at present by no means in the state 
in which we hope to see it) which has been fairly fought 
over, step by step, until it has arrived at a point in advance 
of any Reform Bill of late years, and which is now open to 
any improvement which can be shown to be really such. 
Instead of talking about tricks and explosions, which seem 
to belong to the old school of Parliamentary juggling, we 
wish that Mr, Gladstone's adulators would be content to treat 
him as well as those who profess only to be his admirers, and 
would give a high-spirited, accomplished, conscientious 
gentleman credit for knowing perfectly well the true attitude 
of a statesman who does not, for the time, find himself in 
accord with the majority in the House of Commons, -We 
shall be utterly surprised and bitterly disappointed if Mr, 
Gladstone should fail in what is due to the Legislature and 
to himself,

THE FARM. 

May morning will no doubt bring with it the triumph of Leicester, 
as the Royal Society’s place of meeting for 1868, and a very excel- 
lent shorthorn average at Aylesford Hall. The present impression 
is that the latter will rest somewhere between the Towneley £123 
and the Tortworth £150; but we cannot see why it should be so 
high, There will be sixty-three lots, of which the Duchesses will 
muster ten cows and heifers and four bulls. The first twelve cows 
will form a wonderful bouquet of Duchess, Cambridge Rose, and 
Blanche blood. Nearly all the great shorthorn men are expected in 
town for Mr, Strafford’s nine o'clock special from Charing-cross, 
which will leave Aylesford on its return trip at six in the evening, 
Grand Duchess 8th and 17th are spoken of as most likely to top the 
lot, and Thorndale Rose and the two heifers out of Royal Butterfly's 
Duchess are said to be little gems. It is thought that several canay 
Scots will look after “red buils” en route to the Paris Exhibitioa, 
and so kill two birds with one stone, The leading bull is Grand 
Duke 17th, and two or three buyers are already named for him. 
Lady Oxford 5th (the Worcester calf), with a rare yearling bull by 
Grand Duke 4th, Wellingtonia 2nd, and Princess 2nd, are plums 
at Havering on the following day; the bulls are very good, and 
nearly all by “the Fourth,” and seven out of the eleven are 
yearlings. There never has been a sale with so many lots of Duchess 
upon Knightley. Sir Charles did not exactly like the result whea he 
used Duke of Cambridge (12,742), but Mr, Macintosh has persevered 
and solved the problem, 

The hundred Therrow Herefords averaged about £18 each, 59 gs. 
for Lord Hastings being the top price. A few lots were not put up, 
but kept as the nucleus of a new herd. The old one was very suc- 
cessful in the show-yards, and the hundred head, bar one, all strained 
back to Newton, Sir David, and Old Sovereign. It is one of the 
Therrow traditions that in 1815 eight pairs of its working oxen were 
sold for 100 gs. each, 

The Moodlaw sale of Cheviots will take place on May 23. Eleven 
hundred ewes and their lambs will be sold, with 200 gimmers and 
lambs, 120 eild ewes, 130 eild gimmers, and 330 ewe hoggs. 

The Royal Dublin Society has had a very capital Easter show of 
shorthorns; and Mr. Richard Challoner, of Moynalty, has won the 
great “ yearling bull St. Leger.” He also took the Towaeley Plate 
for the came bull; and Mr. Smith, of Islanmore Croom, the Irish 

tailway Cup, for the best bull in the yard. > 

Hard as it may seem, more especially when there was not a single 
case of cattle plague reported in the week ending April 13, the Privy 
Council have once more stopped the cattle shows, and there seems 
very little chance of their relenting. It is generally regarded as a 
mere piece of official fussiness. They were of little enough use while 
the plague was raging, except to issue orders which scarcely a farmer 
or magistrate could fully understand ; and the present orders seem 
of a piece with it, One high constable was worth the whole of 
them in council. Mr. Dunne, the high constable of Cumberland 
and Westmorland, has had his salary advanced from £400 to £500 
in consequence of his exertions during the cattle plague. The scene 
when he and his men took the tinkers out of their carts on Stain- 
moor, and insisted on fumigating and disinfecting them and their 
horses, would have afforded far finer scope for treatment than many 
of those threadbare ones which our artists delight to honour. 

The April wool sales have been most lifeless. Manufacturers 
have hardly any stocks of wool by them, but simply go on from hand 
to mouth. Owing to the meagreness of demand and the chec! 
which the American tariff has given to the woollen trade with thas 
country, a considerable reduction has taken place in nearly every 
description of wool. In fact, prices can hardly go farther down, as 
the weight of wool in the market is by no means greater than usaal, 
Messrs. Girdwood, of Edinburgh, note that half-bred hoggs and 
wethers are almost cleared out, and at no — time have they 
known such a difference of price (5d. and 6d. per lb.) as now 
exiats between hogg and wether wool, For bred and half-bred hoggs 

rices reached 47s, 64, this month in one instance, and Cheviot

he conveyance of milk into London has been engaging the best 
attention of the Food Committee of the Society of Arts. It seems 
that along the Great Western, whose supplies are principally drawa 
from the kshire Vale, below Reading, and the dairy districts of 
Swindon, only 8594 gallons came in January, 1865, By that time 
next year the supply had increased te 143,600 gallons ; but there was 
no increase in the January of this year. Old second-class 
carriages have been converted into milk-vans; but although 
the railway manager procured specimens of the French 
cans the senders would not use them. The English ones 
are very clumsy, and hold eighteen gallons, whereas the 
French are but half the size, and therefore much easier to load 
and unload. They have also a linen covering, which is wetted in 
hot weather, and the top dips in the milk and effectually prevents 
all churning, as it is fastened by a screw stopper. The English cans 
have also a perforated top, which would not be required if the milk 
were packed cool, and the cloths are by no means so clean as they 
ought to be, As the trade increases it will not do to intrust the milk 
to the ordinary passenger trains ; but there should be a train morning 
and evening, and in that case the company should insist on proper- 
sized cans, Normandy eends in a large milk-train every morning to 
Paris, which is, however, satisfied with supplies once a day. 

During his recent lecture at the Farringdon Farmers’ Club, Mr. 
Mechi produced his balance-sheets for 1865 and 1866. In the former 

ear, Which was one of good crops and low pricee, he had £493 7s. 4d. 
Talebes available to pay “the rent on 128 acres and profit on £2500 
farm capital ;” and in the latter, which was a year of middling crops 
ard better prices, £528 11s, 6d, Mr. Mechi adds :—‘ A reference to 
my accounts will show that my farm capital is about £15 per acre ; 
that the rent I have to pay 4 as landlord of my 128 acres, 
before I can claim any farm = t, is 40s, per acre; and that, while 
I pay 20s, per acre for forty-five acres of land adjoining mine, which 
I have since improved, my own land has been assessed by three 
eminent valuers at 40s. per acre rental, being 36s. for the land and 
buildings, and 4s, for the use of steam-engine and irrigating appa- 
ratus, Sty farm profit is therefore 104 per cent.—about £1 11s. 6d, 
- acre—on my farm capital during these two years (they have 

yeen frequently much larger), A house, rent free, and some other 
conveniences, may be taken as another 2 per cent. I was a good 
deal amused when reading a recent paper on book-keeping, at the 
Croydon Farmers’ Club, A farmer said he had lost £200 last year, 
‘How about the living?’ asked another. His reply intimated that 
he lived out of the farm, but did not reckon that as profit. What 
would bankers, merchants, manufacturers, and traders say to 
this? They would not indorse that theory, for too many of 
them know that ‘a living’ is all that they can get, and sometimes 
a very hard matter to do that. My farm accounts show the actual 
produce and the money received for it, What I buy off the farm for 
my own use I pay for at the price it would bring in the ordinary 
market.”

The Life, Letters, and Speeches of Lord Plunket, By his Grandson, 
the Hon. David P'unket ; with an Introductory Preface, by Lord 
Brougham, (Smith, Elder and Co.) We have here two solid and 
stately, but neither heavy nor pretentious, volumes, which are a 
literary monument outwardly not unworthy of that greatness to 
which they are meant to do honour, and inwardly well stocked with 
that mixture of history, biography, anecdote, and epistolary and ora- 
torical compositions which is the most agreeable of all literature to 
those who are not entirely devoted to some one special subject ; who 
prefer reality to fiction ; who wish to be instructed quite as much as 
entertained ; and who are grateful for every opportunity of measuring 
our progress or retrogression in statesmanship, oratory, forensic 
ski)l, judicial ability, and the like important points, It is but a few 
years—unless there be life-weary sufferers who think that thirteen 
or fourteen years are many—since Lord Plunket was released, at the 
great age of eighty-nine, from the intellectual lethargy which came 
upon him in his last days. Previously, in honourable retirement at Old 
Connaught, be had retained his vigour of mind, was fond of recalling 
the past in the company of “a few friends who were old enough to 
remember the stirring events of his earlier career,” or, surrounded 
by children and grandchildren, delighted “to cap quotations from 
the great Greek and Latin authors with those who were fresh from 
echool and college studies.” Amongst brilliant wits, successful 
advocates, and illustrious judges, Lord Plunket is eminent, even 
where all are eminent ; but it is as an orator and a senator that he 
is most generally known ; and so bright is the lustre of his senatorial 
reputation that it puts out the light of his professional achievements, 
His descendant, essieve, is probably right in the course adopted, 
whereby the “ speeches offe to the public in these two volumes 
will be found, with a very few exceptions, to have referencs to two 
political questions, those, namely, of the Legislative Union of 1890, 
and of the Catholic Emancipation.” The preface, written by him 
who was Lord Plunket’s most gifted friend dnd, at the same time, 
in occasional conflicts, most formidable opponent, is honourable both 
to the dead and to the living, and brings back to one’s recollection 
the noble tribute paid by Alschines to Demosthenes, except that, in 
the present case, it may seem to many that it is rather Demosthenes 
bearing testimony to the powers of Aischines, And it is creditable to 
the English character that such a parallel as is here drawn may 
be truthfully pronounced trite. Lord Plunket’s descendant, b 


undertaking the pious duty he has discharged, has done himself 
honour and has conferred a favour upon his contemporaries and 
upon terity. “In the very slight sketch,” says the author,

racter and of his professional life, I have found many difficulties 
springing out of my distance from him in point of time, and I have 
felt some difficulty from my nearness o a The sketch, 
however. such as it is, is well doneand welcome, Perhaps the very 
-eet .cca that can be obtained of Lord Plunket’s powers and manner 
isto be derived from that vigorous descriptive poem, contributed 
geome time ago by the then Sir Bulwer Lytton to Blac wood, and 
called, if memory may be depended upon, “St. Stephen's.” We are 
told that “In vain the ballet and the ball invite; e’en beaux look 
serioue—Plunket speaks to-night.” He is representea as sittin 

with “calm brow downward bent.” Be his cause reviled or defended, 
he gives no outward sign of feeling, he neither sneers nor applauds ; 
but “ within, slow fires are hardening iron links.” At length his 
time for speaking comes, and, as he “ upwards turns the brow,” 
gives “one glance round” and rises to his feet, all present are hushed 
to listen. He has neither “ grace in feature” nor “command in 
height,” and, nevertheless, “ his whole presence fills and awes the 
sight.” If you ask the secret of this influence, the answer is that 
** Man bas no majesty like earnestness.” He gives you the notion 
«of “collected central heat.” The tones of his voice are “slow, not 
loud, but deep-drawn from the breast.” His action is “unstadied 
and at times eupprest;” but he had one remarkable peculiarity 
which is deecribed in the lines 


But, as he neared some reasoning’s massive close, 
Strained o'er his bending head, his strong arms rose, 
And sudden fell, as if from falsehood torn 

Some grey old keystone and hurled down with scorn. 


Of his diction it is said that it was “that which most exalts 
debate ;” it was “terse and yet smooth, not florid yet ornate ;" and 
he prepared his weapon, which was his eloquence, 

So that each ornament the most displayed, 

Decked not the sheath, but harden'd more the blade : 

Your eye scarce caught the dazzle of the show 

Ere shield and cuirass crashed beneath the blow. 


Lord Brougham considers that, in our day, the only parallel to bs 
found for Plunket is the illustrious Frenchman Berryer, of whom it 
is difficult to say whether he be greater in the senate or at the bar; 
and no more glorious tribute of praise could be offered to the shade 
of Plunket. We have excellent speakers in the present Parliament ; 
and a comparison of their speeches with those of Lord Plunket will 
be useful at any rate to the extent of confirming those who assert 
or thore who deny that, though we may have gained in cleverness and 
facetiousners, we have lost in earnestness and grandeur, and that 
there has been gradually introduced amongst us a Yankeeian col- 
loquialism which is fatal to the dignity of oratory. It is a pity that 
two snch handsome volumes as these dedicated to the memory of

The Open Polar Sea. By Dr. 1. I. Hayes, (Sampson Low, Son, and 
Marston.) This goodly volams contains a “narrative of a voyage of 








discovery towards the North Pole, in the schooner United States.” 
The author first conceived the idea of his expedition when he was 
“acting as surgeon to the expedition commanded by the late Dr. 
E. K. Kane, of the United States Navy”; and his account bears 
further witness—if such be necessary—to the energy and enterprise 
which our cousins and rivals (especially in seamanship and Arctic 
exploration) display in the great cause of scientific discovery. The 
narrative, from which it does not appear that any certain great 
result was attained by the adventurous author, is, nevertheless, 
likely to be acceptable to the general reader. It is written partly in 
the straightforward descriptive form, partly in the form of adiary. In 
the latter, the author adopts his very best superfine style, and reminds 
one a little of the sentimental novelist ; for instance, at p. 101, he 
“ records the advent of winter” thus : “ The fair-haired god of light 
repoees beneath the Southern Cross, His pathway is no longer above 
the silent hills ; but bis golden locks stream over the mountains, and 
éay lingers as a lover departing from the abode of his mistress, The 
cold-faced regent of the darkness treads her majestic circle through 
the solemn night, and the soft-eyed stars pale at herapproach. Her 
silver tresses sweop the sea, and the wild waves are stilled like a 
laughing face retro te by the band of death.” Something simpler 
would have better become the hardy Arcticexplorer. Some graphic 
illustrations adorn the pages, and there are very many neat and 
happy “ tail-pieces.”

THE NIGHTINGALE FUND. 
A REPORT of the operations in connection with this fand for the eighteen 
months from June 24, 1865, to Dec. 25, 1866, has been issned. 

At Midsummer, i865, there were fourteen probationers at the school for 
hospital nurses at St. Thomas’s Hospital under training ; from that time up 
to Christmas last thirty-seven new probationers were entered. Of these, 
making altogether fifty-one, twenty-seven completed their course satisfac- 





tor’ly, and were placed on the register as certified nurses, and thirteen were |

of prebai‘-mers who have been dismissed or have resigned has not been so | 


large as formerly. This reeult has, it is believed, been owing partly to the 
exercise of a sounder discrimination in the selection of candidates, and partly 
to a general improvement in the character and qualifications of those who 
bave presented themee)ves. 

In the course of last autumn a new building was completed adjoining the 
present quarters of the nurses, which affords accommodation for eight addi- 
ticnal probationers. The whole number who can now be received is twenty- 


three. The funds at disposal do not, however, admit of the reception of this | 


number-on the same terms as heretofore—that is to say, teaching, board, 
washing, some clothing, and salary being all provided at the expense of the 
fund. It will be, therefore, necessary, as intimated in the last report, to 
require some payment from a certain number of the probationers, or else to 
diminish the advantages sfforded to all without exception. As the applica- 
tions from hoepitals in want of trained nurses are very numerous, and the ad- 
vantages to be gained by the probationers themselves from their connection 
with the fond are pow more appreciated, the committee entertain no doubt 
that the full number will readily be completed on such conditions as they may 
determine. They do not propose to lay down any invariable rule, but will 
deal with each individual case as circumstances will admit. Since Christmas 
last four probationers have been received, making up the number now under 
training to seventeen. 

The institutions which have been supplied with cortified nurses since the 
last report are, amongst others, the Manchester Nurses Training Institution, 
Dorset County Hospital, Royal Infirmary, Margate ; Addenbrooke's Hospital, 
Cambridge ; Swansea Infirmary, Cardiff Infirmary, and Derbyshire General 
Infirmary, Derby. To the last-mentioned hospital a matron, trained ex- 
pressly for the purpose, and four head nurses were sent at Christmas. 

The committee continue to feel the necessity of declining to sen1 out nurses 
to take service singly or only two or three together, and of more strictly 
adhering to the practice of supplying to any hospital only a staff of nurses 
able to take the superior charge of the wards with, if possible, a superinten- 
dent. In effecting this object they have to encounter much difficulty, from 
the fact that managers of hocpitals who apply for assistance rarely give 
sufficient notice of their wants. It must be borne in mind that the institation 
is merely a training school, that the nurses when trained arc immediately en- 

permanenfly, and that, therefore, no reserve of anemployed nurses exists.

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WBHALE-HUNT IN THE FRITH OF FORTH. 
TRE Scotsrnan describes an extraordinary whale-hunt in 
the Frith of Forth. On Saturday week a “school” of 
dbottle-noses appeared in the bay between Newhaven and 
Grantcn, and twenty-one of them were captured. 

In the morning the crew of a Prestonpans fishing-boat 
ebserved the whales between’ .at place aad Inchkeith ; 
and, being proviced with a barpoon, they gave chase and 
succeeded in striking one of the largest. After many 
alternate plunges to the bottom and appearances above 
the water, the wounded fich went up the frith, dragging 
the boat along with it. The whole school, numbering 
upt ares of 200, clorely attended their wounded companion. 
Proceeding at a rate of between five and six miles an 
hour, they spproached Newhaven shortly after non, 
where the rapid motion of the boat, without oars or sails, 
and the occasional appearance of the whales above water, 
attracted the attention of the Newhaven fishermen. 
Twenty of their boats were instantly manned ; and, with 
such weapons as came reaiily to hand, they started in 
pursuit. Few of the men possessed harpoo ms; bat 
eccurred to many that their grappling-irons, with 
tharp points, woulda be serviceable. Pas ing Newhaven, 
the whales turned to the shore, and were soon behind the 
breakwater, on the east of Granton. 

The peeple at Granton, apprised of the approach of the 
whales, turned out, some to join in pursuit, others to give 
the fish a fitting reception when they approached the 
beach. Those of the people who could managé boats took 
to them, while others hastened to the shore with picks, 
spades, boat-hooks, or eny other serviceable weapon they 
could find. A large number of persons assembled 
the breakwater and the beach to witness the exciting 
Bpec tacle. 

Information having reached Leith Fort of what was 
going on, Colonel Anderson and other officers of the Royal 
Artillery, armed with carbines, were soon on their way 
to join the sport. Finding a boat, they were not long in 
being in the midst of the animals, firing at them as they 
rese to the surface for air. Several volunteers also did 
considerable execution with their rifies. The firearms 
and grappling-irons seemed to be the most deadly weapons 
in the hands of those in the boats; but when the whales 
came to the beach the picks, spades, and other implements 
wielded by those on shore proved not less so. The fish 
which dragged the Prestonpans boat up the frith es- 
csped from those who harpooned it, but it fell into the 
hands of another boat’s crew. The Prestonpans men, 
however, succeeded in capturing another whale, and car- 
ried it home with them. 

The crew of a Newhaven boat having harpooned one 
of the whales, the animal, with the weapon deeply em- 
bedded in its side, dragged the boat, which contained 
twelve men, in a zigzag direction down the frith. After 
a time it turned northwards, taking the boat to sea with 
it, at a speed eqral to that of a swift steamer. Nearly 
everyone expected and hoped that the men wonld cut 
the cord to which the harpoon was attached ; but they 
etuck to the wounded fish, and at last, when it had gone 
more than half way to Inchkeith, and its strength had 
become exhausted, they lashed it to the boat's side, and 
returned with it to Newhaven at eight o'clock in the 
evening. This circumstance of the wounded whale going 
out to the frith drew away the whole school, for the 
whales are gregarious, and stick by each other as closely 
asa flock of sheep. As already shown, the whales fol- 
lowed their companion harpooned by the Prestonpans 
men in its endeavour to escape, and they closely followed 
the other harpooned fish in every turn it took till it was 
lashed to the boat. 

Thovgh many of the fish were wounded, it is thought 
mortally, only twenty-one of them were secured. Five of 
them were landed at Granton, fifteen were taken to New- 
haven, and one was conveyed to Prestonpans. The 
largest fish cavght is 25$ft. long and 11 ft. in circum- 
ference.

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THE 
STATUE OF MR, COBDEN AT MANCHESTER, 
Tue ceremony of inaugurating the statue of the late Mr. 
Cobden erected in St. Ann’s-square, Manchester, took 
place on Easter Monday. The proceedings commenced 
with a grand procession of trades, temperance, friendly 
litical, and other societies, with bands of music an 
Sauben which started, at two o'clock, from the stone 
avement between the Peel and Wellington statues in 
ront of the Royal Infirmary. The first division of the 
procession comprised the trade societies, which included 
the pattern-makers, French polishers, tailors, saddlers’ 
society, amalgamated engineers, glasscutters, operative 
mters and joiners, bakers, brushmakers, bleachers, 
boilermakers, brickmakers, brassfounders, and book- 
binders. The second division, consisting of friendly and 
co-operative societies, included the Druids (seventy-five 
branches), with + a from other societies at 
Rochdale, Colne, Bolton, Bradford, Barnoldswick, and 
many other towns. The political societies included the 
Reform Union and the Reform League, with deputations 
from nearly all the large towns surrounding Manchester, 
The procession cl with the temperance societies, 
which mustered in considerable strength. The route 
taken by the procession was London-road, Grosvenor- 
street, Oxford-road, Portland-street, Piccadilly, and 
Market-street, to St. Ann’s-square, a distance of about 
two miles, ile the procession was on its route some 
of the leading friends and co-labourers with the late Mr. 
Cobden in the free-trade movement assembled in the 
Mayor's Parlour at the Townhall, and amongst them were 
Mr. Bazley, M.P., Sir Elkanah Armitage, Mr, Henry 
Ashworth, Mr. Geo, Wilson (formerly irman of the 
league), Mr. Charles Cobden, Mr. John Slagg, Mr. Wm. 
Slagg, Mr. Hugh Mason ; Mr. Whitworth, M.P.; Mr. Jacob 
Bright, Mr. Malcolm Ross (President of the Chamber of 
Commerce), Mr. 8. Watts, Mr. Francis Taylor, Mr. H. 
Rawson, Dr, J. Watts, Alderman Crewdson, and Alder- 
man Rumney. At three o’clock these gentlemen pro- 
ceeded from the Townhall to a platform erected on the 
western side of the square, in advance of the statue. By 
this time the greater portion of the ple who had 
walked in procession had assembled in St, Ann’s-square, 
which was densely filled with people. All the windows 
and the tops of many of the buildings were crowded, a 
great number of ladies being amongst the occupants of 
the windows. The Mayor presided at the ceremony, and 
the proceedings commenced with a of the memorial 
committee, which was read by Dr. Watts. The purport 
of the report was that the Cobden Memorial Committee 
was constituted at a public meeting summoned by the 
Mayor (Mr. Bennett), in April, 1865, when it was 
agreed to erect a statue, and opinions were expressed 
to the effect that any surplus fund that might be 
obtained should be devoted to educational purposes, 
The total subscription amounted to £4460 12s, 3d. 
The committee selected Mr. Marshall Wood as the 
sculptor, who prepared the statue at a cost of £2500, 
and £1250 had been given out of the surplus 
fund to endow a chair of political econonomy in Owens’ 
College, Manchester, leaving £768 to ex in prizes for 
teachers and pupil-teachers. The report having been read, 
Mr. George Wilson the assemblage, briefly 
touching upon the principal events of the deceased states- 
man’s life, and the statue was then unveiled amidst great 
cheering. The figure is a fine, clear, massive bronze 
casting, of a very eee quality of metal, and repre- 
sents Mr. Cobden in the attitude of addressing the House 
of Commons, The sculptor has endeavoured to represent 
the advocate of Free Trade as speaking in an argumenta- 
tive rather than a a all who have 
yet seen the Seer he has happily suc- 
ceasful in his object. likeness is also pronounced to be 
exceedingly good, The figure is 10 ft. high, and stands 
upon a lofty square pedestal, in each face of which are 
slabs of polished granite. The face of the figure 
looks towards the front of the Royal Exchange. After 
Mr. Wilson had addressed the assembl.

These races, 
which took place on the 10th inst., were only thought of 
for the first time this year, and were organised with very 
little previous paration; but, thanks to the exer- 
tions of the Duke of Vallombrosa and the other 
gentlemen who formed the committee of manage- 
ment, they were extremely successful, and will 
now, no doubt, be repea annually. There were 
three flat races and a steeplechase &@ la Francaise, 
with extemporised obstacles, consisting of hurdles, banks 
and a very respectable brook. It is, however, the original 
and picturesque character of the scene, rather than its 
sporting interest, which leads us to give an Llustration 
of it, The course was 5 eo | id out in a pine- 
wood about two miles to the west of the town. 

grand stand, which is represented in the Engraving, con- 
sisted merely of a raised stage, with seats erected in a 
clump of fine stone-pines—these giant umbrellas being its 
only covering, and affording effectual and much-needed 
protection from the sun. e view from this point in 
every direction is beautiful. In front, just across the 
course, is the Mediterranean, blue and glittering; the 
horizon is bounded on the East by the islands and bay of 
Cannes, on the west by the grand outline of the Estrelles, 
some of whose rugged porphyry peaks are seen in the 
Engraving ; while looking , to the north and east, 
through stately pines and over olive-clad hills, one sees 
the mountains above Grasse, and beyond them the snowy 
summits of the Maritime Alps, In the intervals between 
the races the music of a first-rate military band from 
Antibes was heard instead of the clamour of the ring; 
and the whole scene, gilded by brilliant sunshine and 
enlivened by gay crowds of all ranks, from the brightly- 
dressed ladies from Nice and Cannes to the Brigasque 
peasants in their picturesque costume, was extremely 
pretty and pleasant. 


THE PARIS UNIVERSAL EXHIBITION. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


TasoveH the weather has continued more or less un- 
settled—warm in the sunshine and piercing cold in the 
shade, with clouds of dust blinding you at one moment 
and heavy showers "7" | you the next—Easter has, 
nevertheless, brought its full complement of visitors to 
the Exhibition pa in the Champ de Mars, among 
whom, as may be supposed, are a considerable number 
of English excursionists. On Easter Sunday and Monday 
every avenue within the building was crowded; and 
thousands of people in addition were to be seen scattered 
about the grounds. Those visitors who come from a 
distance, with the intention of staying only for a few 
days, have come a fortnight too soon to see the display 
to proper advantage. The motley assemblage of 
strange-looking ices in the park, and the seemingly 
endless winding galleries of the palace, must have 
alike surprised and bewildered the majority of them ; 
but there is still much remaining nished to mar 
the effect of such portions of the Exhibition as are 
in a complete state. A poe notice, issued 
about ten days since by the Imperial Commission, 
intimating that no more free passes would be granted to 
workmen after the 2lst of this month, had the beneficial 
effect of rousing the dormant energies of those exhibitors 
who were behindhand with their preparations ; and the 
consequence is that nearly every packing-case is now 
cleared out of the building, and one no longer finds one’s 
rogress through the galleries interrupted by long pro- 
Jecting step-ladders, or scaffoldings, or piles of rubbish 
neatly swept into the centre of the avenues for people 
who are not on the look out for such impediments to 
stumble over ; or finds oneself constantly obliged to turn 
aside to allow some half dozen porters tottering under a 
ag cumbersome burden to pass. Persons visiting 
the ibition for the first time, after they have gone 
the entire round of the elliptical galleries, of which the 
palace is composed, usually complain that no general or 
impressive view of its contents is to be obtained, save 
—- that presented by the machine-gallery, with its 
undreds of machines in motion and their thousands of 
rapidly revolving wheels, their network of leathern stra 
and their deafening, distracting noise; and the view o: 
the central garden, which, with its crowd of statues, its 
fountains, and green lawns, and brilliant parterres of 
flowers and heavy green draperies looped up between 
the light columns which form the external arcade, is 
certainly one of the most striking features of the entire 
Exhibition. When, however, one has become accus- 
tomed to the absence of grand general effects, and is no 
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longer constantly expecting to be surprised by them, but is content 
rather to examine the interesting display here made in detail, not 
only does one find something to admire at almost every step of 
one’s progress, but one learns to appreciate the advantage of the 
admirable system of classification which has been adopted, and 
which allows of a ready comparison being made of the objects 
exhibited by different countries. The more familiar a person becomes 
with the present Exhibition the more this feeling grows upon him. 
In the park, though the work goes briskly on in most directions, 
there are still a considerable number of unfinished edifices, many of 
which ought long since to have been completed. For instance, the 
English cottage, as the nondescript building in the British section 
of the park is now styled, was one of the first buildings that had its 
foundations dug out, and yet the work drags on as the Nelson 
column used to do of old, and at this moment even the exterior of 
the edifice is not finished. When the English terra-cotta boiler- 
house is to be ready it is impossible to say—most probably not until 
long after the far handsomer terra-cotta structure which the 
Italians are erecting in their portion of the park is completed, 
although the ficst stone of this was laid only about a fortnight ago. 
The Imperial pavilion is certainly the chief object of attraction in 
the entire park, if one may judge from the numbers of people gene- 
rally to be seen crowding the baluetraded gallery that encircles it, 
and peering tn at the windows of the Imperial apartments, which, 
as may be supposed, are furnished and decorated in a somewhat 
gorgeous style. The form and general character of the building is 
certainly Oriental; but the architect, M. Lehman, has engrafted on 
it a style of ornamentation that partakes of the character alike of 
the Italian and French Renaissance. Four flights of marble 
steps lead to the gallery which surrounds the building, 
fron: which projects a metal canopy, bordered with an orna- 
mental metal fringe. On each side of the top of these flights 
of steps are grouped a couple of standards, surmounted with gilt 
eagles, and having a blank bronze shield affixed in front of them, 
somewhat near the centre.

The cost of erecting this pavilion and the 
decorating and furnishing of it has been defrayed by Mes-rs, Duval 
Fréres, the Imperial upholsterers, who obtained permission to make 
a present of the structure in its finished state to the Emperor. 

The Russian posthouse and stables in the park consist of a ran 
of building with tall sloping roof, nearly a couple of hundred feet in 
length, and having a projecting centre portion and two long wings. 
The entire of the lower part of the edifice—which, both as regards 
its exterior and interior, is decorated with a profusion of carving in 
yellow pine, the ornamentation being of that peculiar Byzantine 
type which seems to be a kind of cross between Mauresque and 
Chinese—is devoted to the magnificent stud of horses which the 
Czar has sent to the Exhibition, and which, during the couple of 
hours the stables are open to the public every day, attract a consider- 
able number of visitors. Three days a week these fiery steeds are 
trotted up and down in front of the building by the Czar’s grooms, 
in the green and gold Imperial livery, when the crowd assembled to 
witness the equine display is usually immense, 

The trees inthe park are many of them now in leaf, the lawns are 
a bright green, and the flowers, here and there, are in full bloom. 
The lake, too, is full of water, and the rivulets pursue their winding 
course, but the cascades do not play. They appear to be in working 
order ; the chief one, near the International Theatre, has its cistern 
admirably masked with a ruined round tower, and its rocks are 


already half covered with ivy and various trailing plants; but still, | 


the waters do not gush forth down the precipitous sides of the rocks, 
as one expected they would do. It cannot be that the water supply 
is deficient, for the hydraulic service furnishes the park and

Free 
tickets of admission to palace and park have been refused the French 
illustrated papers, because, in spite of the edict in question, they 
have dared to — engravings referring to the Exhibition. Your 
correspondent been served in a similar way; at least no ticket 
has been furnished him, although he has made more than a dozen 
applications for one; yet all the other representatives of English 
newspapers have long since been supplied with cards of admission.

The subjects of two of the Illustrations this week are the 
Emperor's Pavilion and the Russian stables and post-house, both de- 
scri in the above letter. Another set of most interesting subjects 
is found in the picturesque groups of life-sized figures attired in the 
national costumes of Sweden and Norway, and ranged in ornamental 
open niches of a characteristic architectural type. These figures 
have been prepared by a young Swedish sculptor, M. Loederman, 
under the direction of M. Dardel, head of the National Museum at 
Stockholm. They are productions of some artistic merit. The first, 
shown in the upper part of the Engraving, represents a young 
Swedish peasant girl at work in the fields ; the second, a man and 
woman of the province of Schonen; and the third a young 
lady and her maid, belonging to the same part of Sweden. 
Of the next three subjects in the Engraving the two outer ones 
are specimens of the winter and summer dresses of the 
people of Dalecarlia, the province which has best preserved its 
ancient traditions, and with which the name of the Swedish patriot 
King, Gustavus Vasa, is so intimately associated. Each parish in 
Dalecarlia considers itself as separate, and cherishes with extreme 
care its own particular costume and manners; these figures belong 
to the parish of Leksand.

THE musical entertainments of the metropolis during the past and 


| the previous week have almost wholly consisted of the oratorio per- 


formances at Exeter Hall and the Crystal Palace. 

At the Royal Italian = on Tuesday last there was an inte- 
resting performance of Verdi’s beautiful opera, “Un Ballo in 
Maschera.” Mdlle. Fricci reappeared, for the first time this season, 
in the character of Amelia, and Signor Graziani as Renato. Mdlle. 
Nan (daughter of the celebrated actress and singer who was such a 
favourite on the London boards some twenty years ago) performed 
the part of the Page, and received much applause. She has a light 
and flexible soprano voice, and, both as an actor and singer, is an 
agreeable specimen of the French school. Mario, too, reappeared in 
the character of the Duke, acting with dignity and feeling, and 
singing with incomparable grace and beauty. The character of the 
witch Ulrica was effectively sustained by Mdlle. Morensi. The 
ensemble of the performance, as usual at this theatre, was complete 
and magnificent. 

The “ Meeting of the Three Choirs” is to be held this year at 
Hereford, and the preparations for the festival are already in a 
forward state. Louk Bateman will be the president; and the list of 
stewards, sixty in number, will include the names of Earl Somers, 
Viscount Hereford, Lord Saye and Sele; Mr. rrr M.P, ; Sir 
H., Oroft, Sir V. Cornwall, Sir W. Milman, Sir W. Curtis, the Rev. 
Sir G. Frankland, Sir J. R. Bailey, M.P., and all the members of 
Parliament for the district. The engagements of the principal per- 
formers are not yet concluded ; but they will form a host of talent, 
and we understand the strength of the orchestra and chorus will be 
considerably increased.

These are interfered with by Blount, who is, however, antagonised by 
the old Jew, whose daughter he had ruined. Mendez, in fact, produces 
the will, and Blount endeavours to —— the hands of the police by 
taking his seat in a railway carriage. But Mendez is too active for 
him, and with Blount’s arrest the curtain descends, This dénofment 
was comparatively ineffective, and some sibilation was heard; but 
no doubt, we think, can be entertained of the general success of the 
piece, which was gorgeously mounted, 

Mr. Burnand has B acy again as the author of a burlesque, at 
the Olympic, entitled “ Olympic Games.” The theme is the amour 
of Mars and Venus, which brings Vulcan to grief without furnishing 
him with the remedy of divorce. This, illustrated with many puns, 
is argument enough for an author whose power of uniting witty 
dialogue is perfectly independent of either the structure or subject of 
his play. The songs and dresses, in their different ways, are both 
rich; and the scenery must be pronounced to be brilliant. Author, 
actor, and artist revelled in the nonsense which, proper enough to 
burlesque, rather bewildered than enlightened the audience, 

The Lyceum reopens the campaign with “The Duke’s Motto,” but 
adds to the bill a new ballet, entitled “ The Roused Satyr,” in which 
M. Espinosa made his first appearance this season. It is five years 
since we had the pleasure of witnessing the exploits of this extra- 
ordinary dancer, and our reacquaintance is not such as at all to 
diminish the respect we have for his talents. This powerful artis: 
first appeared in the incidental dances of the drama; but his great 
grotesque exploits were reserved for the divertissement, and these 
were wonderful, He was assisted by Mdlle. Sophie and an effective 
corps de ballet. M. Espinosa’s reception was cordial, and his per- 
formance evoked repeated applause. 

A new burlesque by Mr. William Brough was preduced on Satur- 
day at the Strand, on the subject of Pygmalion. The piece is enti- 
tled, after its hero, “Pygmalion; or, The Statue Fair”—an easy 
and yet telling pun. Mr. Brough’s burlesques are more remarkable 
for their neatness than their extravagance. The classical argument 
of the present has also a certain dignity, and is decidedly poetic in 
its spirit. Mr. Brough has retained latter in his notion of a 
plot. Pygmalion, according to this, is so devoted to his art that he 
neglects the fascinations of love and beauty, and so deservedly incurs 
the wrath of Venus. Cupid receives in charge to change al) this, 
and accordingly wounds the sleeping sculptor with a charmed arrow. 
When he wakes Pygmalion falls in love with the first female form 
he sees, which happens to be that of the statue on which he is at 
work, So far the action proceeds in close accordance with the 
classical story. Another is made to supervene on the old ground- 
work, concerning the daughter of King Astyorges, for whom the 
Monarch seeks an artist husband, He fixes on Cambyses, 
Pygmalion’s apprentice. Cambyses, though already betrothed to 

opsa, a serving-maid, discards the poor wench for the sake ef a 

Princess, and is as ready afterwards to jilt the Princess herself for 
the goddess Venus, ortunately, Pygmalion is pious as well as 
sesthetic, and prays the latter deity in her own temple either to per- 
form a miracle for him or take some easier means to gratify his 
amorous ion—in a word, either to make his statue live or pro- 
vide him with a living resemblance. Venus consents, but “with a 
difference.” She makes the statue live, but leaves it with a marb! 
heart. This mischief is repaired by Psyche, who, disguising herself 
as a mendicant, makes the acquaintance of the Statue Fair, and 
obtaining a kiss from the cold lips, breathes through them into it a 
human mind, and thus transforms the unfeeling image into a loving 
wife. This is a very beautiful idea, and charmingly realised. Nor 
is the beauty altogether spoilt by the ponning in the dialogue, but 
rather a piquancy is given to it which the audience was not slow to 
acknowledge, The part of the statue is admirably supported by Miss 
Ada Harland, while Miss Ada Swanborough did as much for Venus. 
Psyche was prettily rendered by Miss Newton, and Mopsa found a 
vigorous representative in Miss Eliza Johnstone. Miss Raynham, as 
Pygmalion, su herself. The Princess was judiciously given 
to fir. Thos. Thorne, and her father was made the most of by Mr, 
Chas. Fenton, to whom we are indebted for the very attractive 
scenery by which the drama is illustrated. We sincerely wished 
that Mr. H. J. Turner could have had a more important part;

FINE ARTS, 

Tue exhibitions of the senior and junior Water-Colour Societies in 
Pall-mall open to the public on Monday next; and the “ private 
views” of both take to-day (Saturday). By-the-way, when 
will the managers of our leading metropolitan exhibitions learn the 
impolicy, especially for a weaker rival, of arranging for more than 
one “ private view” to occur on the same day, or rather during the 
fashionable hours only of that day? It is notorious that to all 
dorsal muscles and optic nerves, except those belonging to art- 
critics and painters themselves, one moderate-sized picture exhibition 
is enough in one day. To artists—whose visual and lumbar powers 
should even be in better training than those of the hardiest Zoilus— 
it is equally well known that the “fresh eye” and the keen relish of 
the esthetic sense are lost in an incredibly short space of time. 
Then, again—and this will, perhaps, come home to the “ business 
and bosom” of those who might remain unmoved by other con- 
siderations—how can it be expected that picture purchasers (par- 
ticularly the large class of dwellers in suburban villas who indulge 
in the cheap luxury of water-colour drawings) will be tempted by 
demands on their purse from more than one quarter on one and the 
same short Saturday half-holiday. Equally, therefore, for the 
comfort of the public at large, in fairness to the art-critics, especially 
our brethren of the daily press, and in the interests of the artists 
themselves, we advise the avoidance of simultaneous private views— 
the “ privacy” of which being, except at the Academy, invariably 
witnessed to by the greatest crowd of the season, and of which we 
have known half a dozen to occur on one “black Saturday” in 
November, The Academy has been mentioned; and we must not 
forget to add that its “private view” takes place on Friday next ; 
the dinner will be given on the day after; and the exhibition will 
open to the public on the Monday following, as St. Martin's Church 
strikes twelve, 

The epening of the second exhibition of National Portraits at 
South Kensington has been deferred, so that it will not take place 
till about the middle of May. The period to be represented is that 
between the Revolution, when the first exhibition ended, and the 
beginning of the present century. The collection will be not quite 
so large as the preceding one ; it will, however, comprise as many as 
150 works by Reynolds and Gainsborough. 

Besides the Queen's gift to the National Portrait Gallery of a full- 
length portrait of the Prince Consort by Winterhalter, which we have 
—— described, that institution has recently received the follow-

“So the proud tailors go marching away!” This strike of the 
Parisian workmen seems to be a fearful blow upon acity where 
dress, to say the-least of it, is very much considered by the sex that 
pays (or owes) tailors’ bills. Even our friend the Charivari jests 
at parsimoniously, and not very brilliantly, on the subject, and 
appears impressed with a sense that a distressed state of wardrobe is 
not a thing to be laughed at. Moreover, the matter has taken 
serious proportions, The masters have met the demands of the men 
by closing the shops, and the men are receiving assistance from the 
tailors of England, though the British subsidy is as yet of a niggardly 
wage . And now the Englishmen have struck. To quote 

ayley :— 

yey With ‘ tailors’’ notes the echoing mansion rings, 
The rich Alhambra of the Moorish Kings. 

Meeting in that hall of virtue, the tailors of London have entered 
into vows to reduce us to Paradisaical costume. And the men— 
or rather the tailors—of Brussels also demand to be led to 
another Waterloo. Utterly disclaiming any views enlightened by 
political economy, and looking at the matter in a one-class and 
social way, it appears to me that such events are excessively con- 
venient, I suppose that no man—I exclude the “ gilded youths "— 
ever goes willingly into a tailor’s shop. The choice of garments is 
no joy to enyendy thirty ; and as a man, when put to the 
 aeweneng * sa never chooses the thing he likes, and, when the tailor 
eaves him, never knows exactly what he has chosen, the ordeal 
oppresses him with a sense of humiliation, of which he 
does not get rid until he has asserted himself by abusin 
somebody and doing some work which he does understand. 
The eee of being reasonably slovenly is withheld from 
respectability; but a strike of tailors opens a door of hope. 
What if we get the opera duties relaxed by Order in Council, and 
go from the club and in a morning coat? But we must not be too 
eanguine. A fearful idea crosses the mind, Suppose the dress- 
makers strike! It is a dread thing to say, but I believe that a secret 
committee of husbands whose wives can never be seen twice in the 
same dress would, at all peril, send subscriptions to that strike fund. 
But one would not suggest such a thing for the world,* 





One point is clear. We may help our wives and children, and 
other people, and their wives and dren, in the case of a railway 
accident, without vitiating our assurance with the way 
Passengers Company, which is quite another thing from the 
Accidental. Mr. Vian, secretary to the former, officiall y announces 
that his directors have not sct up a code in opposition to 
the humanities, and that to afford aid in the case of a 
misfortune on the line is not considered as voluntarily and 
heedlessly risking your life. It is rather well to know this. It 
would also be well if existing companies, or new ones, would offer 
us assurance on terms allowing us to obey our instincts in such 
matters.

There are not holidays —- in England—I mean holidays for 
the masses. One wishes that there were many more, and that every- 
body did not seize the same day forenjoyment, One reason why this 
should be wished is to be found in the working of the present system 
in regard toanimals, I am not sentimental about quutnupete ; they 
were made to pull us and to carry us, and perhaps they bave no 
more right to expect easy lives than we have. Like ourselves, they 
must work in their vocation while they can, and take the 
rough with the smooth. They have some advantages; they 
never have to argue about compound householders, and they never 
have to put on white cravats and stand in draughts on crowded 
staircases. On the other hand, they have a great deal to endure.

THE EASTER MONDAY HUNTS WITH HER MAJESTY’S 
STAG-HOUNDS AND THE EPPING HUNT. 
ALTHOUGH Royal stag-hunting was carried on in the dark ages of 


the chase (for, in the thirteenth century, during the reign of Edward 
IL, masters of the buck-hounds are spoken of), it was never brought 
to perfection until the days of that honest, homely King, George ILI. 
The state and magnificence of the Royal hunt were very imposin 
during his reign : the Royal party, arrayed in grey frocks and bl 
collars and cuffs; the huntsman and whippers-in, in scarlet and 
gold ; and the yeomen prickers, six in number, in similar liveries, 
with French horns slung ever their shoulders, constituted the 
gallant cavalcade. These yeomen prickers were selected from 
men of eubstance, residing in the neighbourhood, who found 
their own horses, and were required to attend regularly on 
hunting-days. The changes in the nature of the country 
and in the character of the chase by degrees rendered the services 
of these yeomen less and less necessary, until at length they were 
dispensed with. By all accounts the hounds were leggy, ill-coupled, 
with tolerable speed, but having no powers of endurance. Early in the 
present century George III. gave up hunting, and the splendour of 
the Royal hunt was greatly dimmed until the year 1813, when the 
fourth Duke of Richmond gave his celebrated pack of fox-hounds to 
the Prince Regent, afterwards George IV. This was a signal for 
remodelling the whole system, and under the mastership of Marquis 
Cornwallis the establishment became complete. In the year 1823 
Lord Maryborough succeeded to the office of the master of the buck- 
hounds, and at once divested stag-hunting of all its pomp, looking 
more to sport than outward show. Since that period the same plan 
has been successfully carried on by his successors, with a very im- 
portant improvement—that of not compelling the noble master to 
appear on certain days with “silver collars” suspended across his 
shoulders. 

In February, 1840, the Queen and Prince Albert, accompanied by 
the Duke of Gotha, Prince Ernest, the Duchess of Sutherland, and 
all her Majesty's officers of state, attended the Royal hunt in 
Windsor Park, and seemed to take the deepest iniarest in the ecene. 
During the same year a public announcement was made that our 
gracious Sovereign and her beloved Consort would honour the meet 
at Ascot-heath, on Easter Monday, with their presence; and it is 
needless to say that thousands were attracted to witness the scene. 
The morning dawned as became it on so auspicious an occasion, and 
aday followed in every way worthy such a gala. It was a bright, 
cheery day, the 20th of April, the showers that fell during the 
night having completely laid the dust. According to acustom that 
had existed for some years, a déjeiné a la fourchette, on 
a scale of true English liberality, was given by her Majesty’s 
huntsman, Charles Davie, at his lodge at the ) Raney Here 
long before noon was assembled a large party of noblemen 
and gentlemen, supporters of the hunt, At one o'clock her Majesty, 
driven in a pony phaeton by Prince Ernest and accompanied by a 
right Royal escort, was seen approaching the heath, which was 
literally thronged by a dense multitude, in er array. On 
arriving at the Grand Stand, the Queen was met by her Royal 
consort and his cortége, and, being handed from her carriage by the 
Prince, ascended to the drawing-room and appeared in the balcony, 
when the cheers of the populace showed the affection they bore for 
the “fair-haired daughter of the Isles, the love of millions.’ At 
this moment the scene was truly animating. In the balcony of the 
Grand Stand stood her Majesty, her Royal mother, the Duchess of 
Kent, Prince Ernest, Lord Melbourne, the Duke and Duchess of 
Sutherland, Lord and Lady Kinnard, and a large suite, while the 
roof was peopled with a galaxy of beanty. In front, the lines of

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SIR WILLIAM LAWRENCE, BART, 
THE QUEEN'S SERJEANT-SURGEON. 
In the course of last year we had occasion to 
record the names of four distinguished 
members of the medical profession on whom 
her Majesty had conferred the title of Baronet, 
as a token of her esteem for their beneficent 
science and art. We had great satisfaction in 
presenting to our readers the portraits of all 
these learned gentlemen : those of Sir William 
Fergusson, the eminent London surgeon, and 
of Sir James Simpson, M.D., the well-known 
hg of Edinburgh, in our Journal of 
eb. 24, 1866 ; that of Sir Dominick Corrigan 
M.D., of Dublin, on March 17; and that of 
Sir Thomas Watson, M.D., late President of 
the Royal College of Physicians, on Sept. 15. 
It is with equal gratification that we now find 
space for the Portrait of Sir William Lawrence, 
Serjeant-Surgeon to the Queen, the most 
recently created medical Baronet. 

The merits of Sir William Lawrence are well 
understood amongst his own profession, and 
especially acknowledged by those who have been 
students of the medical school at St. Bartho- 
lomew’s Hospital, where his example in surgical 

ractice and his lectures subsequently pub- 
Fished have contributed greatly, during a long 
course of years, to the instruction and guidance 
of younger surgeons. He is also surgeon to 
Bethilem Hospital, consulting surgeon to the 
London Fever Hospital, a vice-president of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, and a member (one 
of those appointed by the Crown) of the 
General Council of Medical Education and 
Registration for the United Kingdom, created 
by the Act of 1858, Sir William Lawrence is 
a Fellow of the Royal Society. He is the author 
of several works on ar ogy and compara- 
tive anatomy, as well as of special treatises 
and discussions, particularly concerning the 
diseases of the eye, to which he has devoted 
much attention, being formerly surgeon to the 
London Ophthalmic Hospital.

THE EARTHQUAKE AT MITYLENE, 


Tue island of Mitylene, belonging to the 
Turkish empire, though inhabited chiefly by 
Greeks, is the ancient Lashes, “where burning 
Sappho loved and sung.” It is situated in the 
Archipelago of the Augean Sea, near the coast 
of Asia Minor, about half way between Smyrna 
and the mouth of the Dardanelles. Its breadth 
is fifty or sixty miles ; it has a range of moun- 
tains in the interior, overgrown with fine 
woods, but olive-groves and vineyards flourish 
in the plain. There are several good harbours, 
The population is about 40,000, the chief town 
being Castro, or Mitylene, on the east coast ;

It is calculated that 
from 800 to 1000 persons have been killed, and 
a considerable number wounded and disabled 
The houses which are still standing are nearly 
all deserted, and the surviving population 
scattered through the hills and lens in the 
vicinity of the town. Some persons have the 
shelter of temporary dwellings, the rest are 
living in the sg air without any shelter, 
The scarcity of food greatly increased the 
distress ; end if prompt aid had not been sent 
the mortality would have been very great. 
_ A Mitylene letter of the 3rd inst., published 
in the Levant Herald, says :—“The shocks of 
earthquake have nearly ceased, and there is 
some improvement in the general state of 
things, Our population has recovered a little, 
and is nog © part to resume its former 
occupations, blic charity still sends us 
abundant supplies of the first necessaries of 
life. Yesterday her Majesty’s iron-clad frigate 
Ocean, Captain Stanhope, came in from Malta 
with 800 bags of biscuit and eighty barrels of 
flour, sent by the English Government. The 
French steamer Prométhée and the Italian 
corvette Guiscardo have also brought cargoes 
of provisions from Smyrna, This morning 
there was a grand procession, with a solemn 
thanksgiving for the cessation of the calamity, 
Nearly the whole of the survivors, who had 
kept a strict fast during the three previous 
days, attended the ceremony. The procession, 
headed by the Bishop, went all round the 
town and stopped near the ruined churches, 
where litanies were sung. Nearly all the 
ladies were in mourning, and some of them 
with dishevelled hair and barefooted. Alto- 
gether, the sight was novel and impressive.”

The arrangements on both lines were admirable, At half-past seven 
o’clock the first volunteer train arrived at each station, and within 
another five minutes the men who had come by them were marching 
along the streets with bands playing before them and crowds of the 
townspeople giving them a hearty welcome. By s& quarter 
st ten o'clock twenty “specials,” with some 10,000 men 
ad reached the South-Eastern terminus, and sixteen had 
brought between 8000 and 9000 troops into that of the London, 
Chatham, and Dover line, Assistant inspectors of volunteers were 
in waiting at both stations to direct the men to the spots at which 
they were to halt until the time of the general muster, Trains 
which left London at three o’clock a.m. had brought down the horses 
of the field officers, so that the latter were enabled to mount at the 
stations and bring their regiments into the town in proper regulation 
order. On emerging from the respective railways, the various corps 
marched by the same route to the Esplanade on the seashore, where they 
were to be ——— and to rest until the order should be given for 
marching to the review-ground.

MR. GLADSTONE AND THE LIBERAL PARTY, 
Mr. GLADSTONE has addressed the following letter to Mr. Crawford, 
one of the members for London, who wrote to the right hon, gentle- 
man to ascertain what course he proposed to take with regard to 
the remaining amendments to the Reform Bill standing in his 
name :— 
Hawarden, Chester, April 18, 1867. 

My dear Mr. Crawford,—I thank you for giving me an opportunity which 
enables me to make known to you and to others the course I propose to take 
with regard to the amendments on the Reform Bill as yet standing in my 
mame on the notice paper of the House of Commons. 

I need not state, what must be in the minds of all, the nature of the amend- 
ment which the House rejected on Friday, the 12th, by twenty-one voices, or 
the composition of the body of noes by which it was so rejected. 

The country can hardly fail now to be aware that those gentlemen of Liberal 
opinions whose convictions allew them to act unitedly upon this question are 
not a majority but a minority of the existing House of Commons, and that 
they have not the power they were supposed to possess of limiting or directing 
the action of the Administration, or of shaping the provisions of the Reform 
Bill. Still, having regard to the support which my proposal with respect to 
personal rating received from so large a number of Liberal members, I am 
not lees willing than heretofore to remain at the service of the party to which 
they belong ; and when any suitable occasion shall arise, if it shall be their 
wish, I shall be prepared again to attempt concerted action upon this or any 
other subject for the public good. 

But until then, desirous to avoid misleading the country and our friends, I 
feel that prudence requires me to withdraw from my attempts to assume the 
initiative in amending a measure which cannot, perhaps, be effectually 
amended except by a reversal, either formal or virtual, of the vove of Friday, 
the 12th ; for such attempts, if made by me, would, I believe, at the present 
critical moment, not be the most likely means of advancing their own 


purpose. 

Accordingly, I shall not proceed with the amendments now on the paper in 
my name, nor give notice of other amendments such as I had contemplated 
but I shall gladly accompany others in voting against any attempt, from 
whatever quarter, to limit yet further the scanty modicum of enfranchise- 
ment proposed by the Government, or in improving, where it may be 
practicable, the provisions of the bill.

The racing public was much indebted to him for the prosperity 
of Ascot races. He was the chief promoter of the erection of the grand 
stand at Ascot, at the time when Lord Erroll was Master of her Majesty's 
buckhounds. © Seymour was unanimously elected an honorary 
member of the Jockey Club two or three years since. The gallant and 
lamented Captain married, Aug. 16, 1831, Jane, youngest daughter of Thomas 
Willan, Esq., of Twyford Abbey, Middlesex, and had a son, William Henry, 
and a daughter, Gertrude Jane. 


MRS. SARAH TOKE. 

This venerable lady, who died on the 16th inst., at 12, Waterloo-crescent, 
Dover, in her ninety-ninth year, was daughter of the Rev. Francis Marins 
West, D.D., Rector of Draycott Cerne, and of Dauntsey, Wiltshire, and was 
married, seventy-four years ago, to the Rev. William Toke, Rector of 
Barnston, Essex (who died May 2, 1855), third son of John Toke, Esq., of 
Godinton, Kent, High Sheriff of that county tenth year of George III. By 
this union Mrs. Toke had four sons and three danghters. Her second son, the 
Rev. Nicholas Toke, succeeded to the ancient estate of Godinton and the 
representation of the family, and married, July 4, 1837, Emma, second 
daughter of the Right Rev. John Leslie, D.D., Bishop of Elphin, and had 
three sons and six daughters. The fourth son of the Mrs. Toke just deceased, 
the Rev. Richard Roundel! Toke, is the present Rector of Barnston and Per- 
petual Curate of Little Dunmow, Essex, The Tokes of Godinton, whose 
name ison the roll of Battle Abbey, were of note ‘emp.

SIR ROBERT SMIRKE. 
This able and distinguished architect, who died on the 18th inst., at his 
house, 20, Suffolk-equare, Cheltenham, was the elder son of the accomplished 
inter, Robert Smirke, Esq., R.A., and was brother of Sydney Smirke, Heq. 
A., like himself, an architect of ncte. He was born in 1780, and studied 
for some time in the office of Sir John Soame, and subsequently spent several 
in Italy, ae and Greece, visiting, at intervais, the principal cities 
Europe. Steadily advancing in his profession, he was elected R.A, 
in 1813; and in 1823 was intrusted with the building of the British 
Museum, and, shortly after, with the new Post Office; these, and 
the restoration of York Minster after its destruction by fire in 1829, 
being among the best-known of his public works; while Lowther and 
Eastnor Castles may be pointed to as noble examples of his talent in the 
construction of private mansions. He was for many years architect 
to the old Board of Works, and was knighted in 1831, when that board was 








reconstituted. He held for a long time the office of treasurer to the Royal 
Acad , but relinquished that appoint it on fixing his residence at Chel- 
tenham in 1850. He further, a few years ago, on finding his declining health 


materially interfering with the efficient discharge of the duties of a Royal 
Academician, resigned that honour that it might be conferred on some one 
younger and more active. Sir Robert Smirke married, in 1819, Laura, 
daughter of the Rev. A. Freston, Rector of worth; and by her, who 
died in 1861, he had an only daughter, the wife of Captain Lambert. 


GRANVILLE JOHN PENN, ESQ. 

Granville John Penn, Esq., formerly of Stoke Park, Bucks, who died on the 
29th ult., was the lineal representative of Sir William Penn, Admiral of the 
Fleet, temp. King Charles Il., and of the Admiral’s only and illustrious son, 
William Penn, the founder of Pennsylvania, and was the eldest son of 
Granville Penn, Keq., of Stoke Park, by his wife, Isabella, eldest hter 
of General Gordon Forbes, Colonel 29th Foot, and grandson of his 
Excellency Governor Thomas Penn, and his wife, Lady Juliana Fermor, 
daughter of Thomas, first Earl of Pomfret. Mr. Granville John Penn was a 
Deputy Lieutenant and magistrate for Bucks, with which county he and his 
ancient and distinguished family had been so long associated. 'e died un- 
married, is succeeded by his only surviving brother, the Rev. Thomas 
Penn, M.A., of Christ Church, Oxon. Of the four sisters of the Mr. Penn just 
deceased three died unmarried ; and the eldest, Sophia, died the first wife of 
General Sir William Gomm, G.C.B., Colonel Coldstream Guards. The Penns 
have left their memory lastingly connected with their former seat, Stoke 
and its neighbourhood. Stoke Park, since their time the residence of

Mr, Charles Tucker, F.S.A., has given to the Archwological 
Institute an account of the discovery of some remarkable bronze 
weapons in Devonshire, in the course of some draining operations in 
the parish of Tallaton, near the Roman “ Via Strata,” leading from 
Moridunum to Exeter, and not far from the large earthwork known 
as Hembury Fort. The weapons were lying 3} ft. below the surface 
of an old pasture. They were six in number, varying from 12in, 
to 22 in, in length. They are of a type exceedingly rare in England, 
but more common in Ireland, In the catalogue of the Royal Irish 
Academy they are described as “ long, narrow, rapier swords ;” and 
a good authority considers them to be pre-Roman, and coeval with 
bronze celts, &c., of the pre-historic period. 

The Rev. Mr. Mackenzie Walcott has read to the Architectural 
Association a paper on the arrangements of St. Alban’s Abbey, the 
details of which he pointed out upon a carefully-made ground-plan. 
He also pointed out, on another plan, the errors into which he 
believed previous antiquaries and archzologists had fallen, and con- 
tended that the arrangement of the monastic buildings were | in 
connection with the abbey church were those which, in all probability, 
belon to a Benedictine church, such as that which flourished at 
St. Al In reply to an inquiry by the chairman whether the 
coffer of the old shrine containing the relics were now to be found 
in a monastic building at Cologne, Mr. Birch explained that the 
late Incumbent of St. Alban’s, the Rev. Mr. Nicholson, had traced 
the coffer referred to as belonging to the shrine of St, Albin, not St. 
Alban, the former of whom could not have been an English. saint, 

We read in Galignani’s Messenger that M. Philaréte Chasles, of the 
Mazarine Library, has just found an autographic treasure, “that of 
a volume in which is to be seen on the titlepage the name of William 
Shakspeare, written by himself, the second word being partially 
effaced, but still quite legible. The work in question, written by 
Sir John Harrington, the “ Metamorphosis of Ajax,” was published 
in London in 1596. A license was refused for printing the work, and 
yet it went through three editions ; but for it Sir John was tem- 

rarily banished from the Court of Queen Elizabeth, his godmother. 

ir John Harrington was an intimate friend of Shakspeare, and may 
very naturally be supposed to have sent him a presentation copy.” 

The following paragraph is now on its travels:—“ Mr. Harford 
Mellor, an antiquary, asserts that he has discovered the remains of 
King Alfred, which have now been buried 966 years. Mr. Mellor 
feels confident that the Royal remains are now lying in the gilt 
mort over the chancel of Hyde parish church; and the two 
leaden plates found, with the King’s name upon them, are nowin the 
hands of the Vicar, Mr. Williams.” It will be recollected that 
Milner, in his “ History of Winchester,” states that the bones of 
Alfred and his Queen, Alswitha, were translated from Winchester 
Cathedral to Hyde Abbey, which the pious King had erected. The 
story of Alfred’s remains being buried at Little Driffield, in York- 
shire, is disproved in Notes and Querws, No. 312. 

The magnificent Bibliothéque Yeméniz, said to be the richest in 
ancient and curious works which has passed under the hammer 
since the celebrated sales of the Duc de Valliere, in 1784, and the 
Comte de Macarthy, in 1816, is to be sold at Paris in the ensuing 
month, The catalogue comprises at least 4000 lots. In the private 
catalogue printed for M. Yeméniz are enumerated— 

Two copies of editions engraved on wood ; thirty-six manuscripts on vellam, 
some of great value ; thirteen manuscripts on Paris; twenty-seven works, 
printed on vellum ; 176 rare works, with dates, from the commencement of 
the art of printing; 448 works, printed at Lyons during the sixteenth 
century, ninety-six of which are by De Tournes and thirteen by Dolet. Twelve 
of the works belonged formerly to the celebrated book-collector Grollier, and 
seventy others to various lovers of old books. Among them is the “ Assertio 
Septem Sacramentoum Adversus Martinum Lutherem,” which Hi 
King of England, wrote against Luther in the year 1521, 
the signature of the King both at the beginning and end of the work. 
The li comprises also twenty-six works by Symphorien Champier, as 
well as a considerable number by the Aldi and Elzeviri, works ited in 
Paris and other cities during sixteenth century. Here is 
collection of novels of the age of chivalry, mysteries, books of costumes, on 
lace works, the chase, the culinary art, medicine, music, &c.
